He then instances a case of mur- 
der committed in tho streets-of'Moil-* 
tery where tho sheriff refused to exe- 
cute tho writ for the arrest of the as- 
sassin, and ho calls upon the jury to 
indict tho sheriff. 
Ho says that pre- 


cept after precept have been issued 
from tho Court for the arrest of crimi- 
nals and returned by the officers of tho 
Court "Not found," although .the par* 
tics might have been easily found.
